Sex  discrimination  was  added  to  other 
prohibited  forms  of  discrimination  in 
Octoher  I96T,  when  President  Johnson 
signed  Executive  Order  113T5.  Execu- 
tive Order  11Ut8  of  August  I969  inte- 
grated the  Federal  Women's  Program  (FWP) 
into  the  overall  Equal  Employment  Oppor- 
tunity (EEO)  Program. 

The  Federal  Women's  Program  of  the 
Forest  Service  has  three  objectives: 

(1)  to  increase  the  number  of  quali- 
fied women  in  professional  and 
traditionally  all-male  occupa- 
tions in  the  Forest  Service, 

(2)  to  increase  the  average  grade 
level  of  women  so  that  they  are 
found  at  every  organizational 
level  and  in  all  disciplines,  and 

(3)  to  increase  the  representation 
of  women  in  all  Forest  Service 
activities . 


Forest  Service  line  officers  are 
responsible  for  providing  leadership 
to  the  Federal  Women's  Program.  In 
addition  a  Federal  Women's  Program 
Manager  is  designated  to  advise  and 
assist  management  in  correcting  in- 
equities and  expanding  opportunities 
for  women.     Among  the  techniques  re- 
commended for  accomplishing  Program 
objectives  are  identifying  and  using 
upward  mobility  positions;  ensuring 
that  meaningful  training  and  experi- 
ences are  available  to  employees; 
developing  training  in  awareness, 
assertiveness ,  and  related  topics; 
and  providing  career  counseling  guid- 
ance.    FWP  activities  are  open  to — 
and  can  benefit — all  employees,  re- 
gardless of  sex. 

The  success  of  the  Federal  Women's 
Program  is  dependent  on  management's 
support,  the  Federal  Women's  Program 
Manager ' s  commitment ,  and  your  partici- 
pation.
